I%6. the Lt. Uovemor ofihe National Capital Territor\ of Delhi, herebs makes the 
following rules to regulate the puNmenl of Grants-in-aids to the voluntarv Social W elfare Institutions/Organizations engaged in 
.Social Welfare work with in the National Capital l erritor> of Delhi. 

1. Short title, commencement and applicabilit) - 

(I) I here rules ma\ be called ’ I he Cirants to Soeial Wellare Institutions/Organi/ations National 

C apital lerritor\ ot Delhi Rules.2008 

(II) 1 hese rules shall come into force at once. 

(III) Applicabilit) ; 

(a) fhese rules shall not apply to the small discretional*) grants to needs indis iduals for 
which separate rules already exist and to those instilutions/organizations which are not 
situated in the National C apital 1 erritor) of Delhi. 

(b) I nder these rules. Cirant>-in-Aid ^hall be sanctioned onl) to the institutions organizations or 
il.s parent lx>d) which base been registered under the Societies Registration \ei. 1X60 (X.Xl 
of IX()()) or tile Irust Act. IXX2 (2 ol IXX2).This will. howe\er. not appl) to institutions 
speeiall) created under enactment of Parliament or under the orders ol tiv)\eminent ol 
National C apital 1 erritor) of Delhi. 

2. Classification and purposes of Cirant: The grants to be sanctioned under these rules shall be classified as under; 

(a) (irants for items of non-recurring espendilure- 

(I) Construction of new building or for earrsiiig out additions 
alterations of a substantial nature in the existing building ol an in.siiiiiiuin. 

(ii) for the purchase ofgeneralec|uipment and furniture: 

(iii) lor the purpose of plant and machine!*) for industrial and vocational training. 

(iii) for the purchase of medical or surgical appliances other than minor items of recurring nature: 

(iv) for electric installation or arrangements for supply of water including improvements and 
extension thereof 

(b) Cirants for items of recurring expenditure- 

(j) lor the general maiiiienanee of inmates including their dieting, clothing, refreshments, medical 

and education. 




(ii) lor the purchase olbooks. slatioiierx and oilier educalional material oftlie iiimaies: 

I ji*) l*^’! ihc purchase ol books, periodicals, and news papers lor the inslilulion's librarx; 

^ purchase v.>t raw malcrial Ibr industrial and xocalional training ol innKiies: 

I h’l iidininislralivc cxpciKlilurc to volunlan organi/alions lor ensuring ceilain mininiuin stall 
structure and qualilicd personnel to improve their erfecliveness and expand their acliv ilies. 

Provided that the grant shall not exceed iwenlv live pereeni of approved 

administrative expenditure on pav and allowances of the personnel of the voluntarv 

organization concerned. 

(vi) Subject to the guidelines of the Government of India, the schemes, which arc pariiallv funded by 
the Ciov eminent of India and pariiallv bv the Govcrnmcni of National C apital rcn iiory of Delhi 
w ith ccHain contribution from the 

ii) for the purchase of games aiul sports materials 

iii) foi' the purchase ol medicines and minor appliances equipment. 

(ix) for expenditure in contingencies such as building rent, electric and water charges, hot and cold 
weather charges, postage, telephone charges, convevance charges, liveries and petiv periodical 
repairs ol building including while washing of the walls and painting of the doors etc; 

(x) any other unforeseen items the expenditure on which is incurred with the prior approv al of the 
Gov ernment of National Terriiorv of Delhi. 

i (jrani-in-Aid on recurring expenditure shall be prov ided to the extent of not more than ninetv percent 
ol the total expenditure on salaries and allowances and there recuning establishment and olticc expenses. 

(d) Notwithstanding anvthing slated above, the Government of National lerrilorx of Delhi (hereinafter called 
*’ the Government ”) mav release fixed grants under Public-Private Partnership. Bhagidari or anv such 
initiative as per approved Plan Scheme. 


Quantum ol Cjranis- 

(a) (iraiit of items of iKiii-recun ing evpemlilure - 

(i) (iranls for capital expenditure in respect of new construction of buildings. additions and alieriitions to 

the existing buildings or for purchase of machinerv and equipment etc. shall not exceed scvent> live 

pereeni ol the total expenditure involved. In case, an institution receives free, anv item of equipment of 
building, its value shall be assessed and grant for purchase of equipment of building shall be based on the reduced 
amount. I he estimates of the cost of construction of the building shall be subject to the approval of 
Public wink Depanment of Ciovernment of Nalionarierrilorv of Delhi. A copv of each of site-plan, of the 

proposed building and estimated ciwt o! construction shall be submitted to Public work Department. 

Cjoveriinieni ol National lerrilorv of Delhi: 



Fitly percent of the grant for building shall be released at the outset before the commencement ot ilie work 
and the recent fitl\ percent shall be released at the time when the building is declared fit for occupation, t his 
second installment of grant shall be released only after Public work Department has certified that the work as 
been carried out according to plan, and the overall expenditure has not been less than the estimated cost for 
which the (jovemment has accorded its appro\al for the purpose of grant: 

In case ol non-rccun ing Cirani-in-aid lor the construction ol building or lor carr\ ing <)ut 
Additions / alterations of substantial nature in the existing building of an instruction, the sanctioning 
authority must consider invoking the provisions of rule 209(6) (vi) of the Cieneral financial Rules, 
regarding the ownership issue of the building which provided as under:- 

**1 he sanctioning authority, while laying down the pattern of assistance, may decide whether the ownership 
of the building constructed grant-in-aid ma\ vest with Ciov eminent or the grantee Institution or Organization. 
Where the ownership is vested in the (iiwcrnmciu. grantee Institution or Organization mas be iillowed to 
occupv the building as a lessee In such cases suitable record ol dentils ol location, cost, name ol lessee and 
tcmis and Ciinditioiis of lease must be mainlined in the records of the granting Minisirv or Department, In all 
cases ol building constructed grant-in-aid. responsibilitv of maintenance i»f such building should be laid on 
the grantee Institution or Organization. 

Grant for item of recurring expenditure - 

The grants for recurring expenditure for maintenance of non- 

residential institutions shall not exceed ninety percent of the total expenditure of approved items in case of 
the institutions for physicall> and mentall> handicapped persons and the other institutions: 

Provided that the remaining share of the expenditure is met bv the in institutions from the fund 
raised bv it through subscriptions and donations, other miscellaneous receipts. I he institution shall 
prov ide at least ten percent funds its own funds and not from the grant from any (jovemment bodies: 

fhe grant for recurring expenditure for maintenance of residential institutions shall be limited to ninety 
percent of the total expenditure incuiTcd on approved items or rupees five hundred onlv per inmate per 
month or as mav revised b> the Government . from lime to lime, whichever is less. Ihc quantum of 
grant-in-aid pavabic to the institution shall be calculated for month's average number of inmates 
maintained In the institution during the prev ions financial vear: 

) The Department of Social Welfare and Woman and Child Development. Ciovernmeni of National 
l errilory of Delhi, shall examine the account of each institution for each institution for each vear to 
ascertain full utilization pf the amount of grant-in-aid for the purpose for which it was granted, and 
amount, if anv. remaining un-ulilized shall be recov erable from the institution or carried forwarded as 
the Ciise mav be. Grant-in-aid les> than rupees on lakh, shall be audited bv the Iniemal Audit of 
Department ol Svicial Wellarc and 




W omen and Child De\elopmenl oflhe Go\emmenl or in case of more than rupees one lakh, it shall he audited by 
the I \aminer 1 ocal Fund Accounts of the (iov ernmeni of National TetTilory of Delhi 

NOI F:()nl\ such account of grant would he deemed to have been ulili/ed as is found pa>ahlc in accordance with rule 
3(h) (i) and (ii) above. 

4. fhe amount of grant perceived in rule 3 of these rules represent the maximum grants which may he sanctioned bv the 
Government and no institution shall, as a might of right, he entitled to claim the maximum amount ot grant 
pemiissihle under that rule. 

5. Ihe policyof the Government is to make the grantee in.stitution gradually self-sufllcient in their finance, and with 
this end in view, the ».|uantum of grant to he granted to an institution mav he reviewed everv third vear. -\n> portion 
of the grant found to he misused or unutili/ed during the vear. shall he recoverable Irom the iiistiiulioii under rule 
3(h) (iii). 

6. Grants under these rules shall not be granted for meeting any previous liabilities or bad debts. 

7. Manner of pav nient- Grants-in-aid under these rules may be released at such intervals and in such installments not 

exceeding three as mav be decided b\ the .Secretarv of the Social W elfare and Women and Child Development 

Department. 

S. .Application for ( nanl-d) Application for grants for recurring or non-iecurring expenditure under these rules shall be 

submitted to the Director of Social Welfare/ Director of Women and Child Development Depaiiment of 

Government of National l erritorv of Delhi in the forms appended to these rules latest bv 30^' September each v ear. 

I hese applications will be submitted by NCiOs after an advertisement released bv the Deptt during the month ot May 
& .lune in the Head Quarter. An inspection of the project run by the NGO concerned will be carried out Distt 
.Officer/CDPO/W O/any other officer (s) from the Head (>iarter. as directed by .loint Director concerned Inspection 
report in prescribed profomia under relevant application GI.A scheme will be submitted to the Head (Quarter within 
one week from the date of making the application to the officer concerned. These cases shall then be proces.sed bv 
Voluntarv Action (. ell before Cil.\ Committee comprising the follow ing:-

conditions as prescribed under (leneral financial Rules and i he institutions issued bv the financial Dcpli. Irom time 
to time. 

Financial Department concurrence - W hen CilA exceeds Irom Rs. .*'.00 Lac. the cases v\ill ha refeiied to I inancial 
Department. Govt, of NCf of Delhi for approval/ sanction as per manner pf pavment specified under Delhi Grant 

Rules

(2) Application for grants for building shall be accomplished b> the approved plans and estimates together with 

details regarding the av ailability of building site and proof regarding the capabilit) of the institution to raise the 
matching contribution from its own resources. Similarly, applications for grants for the purchase of equipment shall 
contain complete details of the equipment proposed to be purchased together with full Justillcation. estimates of 

cost and the existing stock position. 

An> suppresN^on of facts, misstatement and misleading information furnished b\ the institution/ gratuee to the 
Department of Social Welfare \\omen and Child Development Department shall, beside such action as ma> be deemed 
appropriate b\ the DepaiimentAiovernment. shall render the institution ineligible for lurther grants and also make the 
institution liable to refund the grant obtained on such false statements or misrepresentation. 

9. Before the grant is sanelioned. the institution/ organization shall satisfy the Government that its aims, objects and 
financial condition has been satisfactoiy during the proceeding three years. It shall be open for inspection by the 
Department of Social Welfare and W omen and Child Development, or by any other otTiccr. as may be authorized in 
this behalf bv the Director (Social Welfare/ Women and C hild Development) or bv the (iovernmeni 

10. BOND- I. Before a grant is relea.sed. the members of the executive committee of the grantee 

institution shall execute bonds in a prescrilx.\l formal binding themselves joinil> and severallv to 

(a) abide bv the conditions o I the granl-m-aid b> the target dales, it aii>. specified therein: 

lb) not to divert the grants or entrust execution of the scheme or work concerned to any other 

inslilulion(s) or organizatir)n(s): and 

(c) abide by anv other conditions specified in the agreement governing the grant-in-aid 

2. In case, the grantee fails to coniplv with the conditions or commits breach of anv conditions ol the 
bond, the signatories to the bond shall be joinilv and severallv liable to refund to the I’lVsideiu ol India, 
the whole or a pari amount of the grant with inlere.si at ten percent per annum ihererui or the sum 
specified under the bond. The stamp duly on such bond shall be borne b> the grantee institution 
ci)ncemed. 



11. riiL 01 giinization shall confirm in \M‘iling ihat ihc conclilioiis conlaincci in ihc sanclion Idler arc acceptable lo ii. 

I- Ihc organi/iilion shall noi obtain grant lor the same pwipose Iroin an\ other source, including Cioverniiieiil 

13. The instilulion/organization ma\ make appointment of .stall as ma> be necessarx for discharge ol its runclioiis 
properl} and etieciisel}. 

14. I he inslitulion/Organizaiion shall carrx out such suggestion for improvement in its working as a Director of Social 
Wellarc' Women and Child Development Department Government of National Temlorv of Delhi max. from lime lo 
lime. make. 

!>. The institution shall exercise all possible economx in its xxorking especiallx in respect of its expenditure out of grant. 
I he grant shall be subject to the condition that the house rent allowance, traveling allowance, dailx allovsance and 
other similar alloxNance should be st) regulated as not be exceed the corresponding alloxxance sanclit»ned lo the 
Government employee from lime to lime b> the Cjovernmenl. 

16. The institution shall be open lo all citizens of India wilhoul any disiinclion of caste, creed, religion, colour, etc. 

17. I he grant, it not actually relea.sed may be reduced, xviihheld or xviihdraxvn in case the Director of Social Welfare/ 
Women and Child Development is satisfied that there has been breach or non-fultlllmeni of any olThe condition laid 
down in these rules. 

18. The assets created bx the institution out ol the amounts receixed as grant-in-aid from the Goxernmeni of India, the 
Delhi .Stale Social Welfare Adxisorx Board or the Cjovernmenl of National Capital lerrilorx of Delhi shall not be 
transferred, sold, mortgaged or oihenxise disposed off. wilhoul the prior approxal of the granting auihoriix. 1 he 
Cjovernmenl shall be incorporated as the co-owner for all assets. 

19. fhe grantee shall maintain a sepiiraie account in respect of the grant. The accounts shall remain open for inspection 
lo the representative of the Department/Goxeminent including the Controller and Auditor General of India. At the 
end of the year, the organization shall gel the accounts of the grants duly audited and supplx copies olThe follow ing 
accounts in respect of the grants sanclioned:-

26. Amounts found recoverable from the grantee under these rules shall be recoverable with interest at the rate 

ol ten percent per annum as arrears of land revenue. 

27. In case, the DepartmentTioveniment is not satislicd w ith the progress or work of the grantee institution or 

considers that the sanction is being \ iolated. it reserves the right k) terminate the grant-in-aid.
